Most  every  one  knows  that  Hybrid  Perpetual  Poses  can  be  grown  successfully  in 
this  climate.  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  may  be  grown  if  given  the  proper  care.  These  var- 
ieties are  not  as  hardy  as  Hybrid  Perpetuals  but  they  are  much  better  bloomers. 

Roses  must  be  planted  in  dry,  well  drained  soil,  clay  if  possible.  The  bud  of  Rose 
bushes  should  be  set  about  three  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  This  makes 
it  so  that  roots  will  develop  from  the  branches  of  the  variety  and  they  will  in  reality 
have  a double  root  system.  The  strong  root  of  the  under  stock  will  cause  a good  growth 
from  the  start.  By  setting  the  bud  three  inches  below  the  surface  danger  of  suckers 
is  practically  removed. 

Most  Roses  should  be  trimmed  back  quite  severely  and  this  process  should  be  re- 
peated from  year  to  year. 

Protection  in  winter  is  very  simple.  Save  your  leaves  and  when  winter  comes  pile 
them  on  your  Rose  bed  so  that  the  tops  of  the  bushes  will  be  just  above  the  leaves. 
Place  some  boards  or  sticks  on  the  leaves  to  keep  them  from  blowing.  In  the  spring 
remove  most  of  the  leaves  and  trim  back  your  plants.  If  leaves  are  not  available,  earth 
may  be  piled  around  your  roses  to  a height  of  about  eighteen  inches.  In  this  case  each 
Rose  plant  will  be  the  center  of  a little  mound  of  earth.  When  Spring  arrives,  remove 
the  earth  and  trim  back  the  plants. 

Roses  need  cultivation  right  along.  Keep  the  ground  loose  and  fine  around  the 
bushes.  A dust  mulch  is  what  is  needed. 

There  are  some  insects  which  attack  the  Rose.  The  slugs  are  easily  removed  by 
spraying  with  kerosene  emulsion.  Should  other  insects  attack  your  plants,  consult  our 
salesman.
